Please give STEP (Early Warning) Notices to any student who is 
having any type of difficulty in your course— absenteeism, poor 
preparation, missing assignments, etc. The student does not have to 
be failing at this point, but a STEP Notice alerts her that she is in 
danger of doing poorly. STEP Notices have been very effective in 
motivating students. It also gives the instructor an opportunity to 
talk to the student and direct her to means of assistance. 

Mid-Semester Notices should be issued after mid-semester (following Spring Break, 
March 13-17) if the student is in danger of getting a "D" or "P. If given in time, the 
student often will study harder and pass the course successfully. If the student is doing 
passing work at mid-semester and then does failing work, please give either a Mid- 
Semester or STEP notice at that time. The information the instructor puts on these notices 
assists the advisors and the Dean in counseling students and in making decisions 
regarding probation and disqualification.

On TUESDAY, MARCH 7, from 1 1:1-5 - 12:15, we will be holding an EARTHQUAKE

Faculty 
and staff are invited to attend the Associate in Arts Program Directors Meeting 
tomorrow, Tuesday, February 28, at 1:30 p.m. in the Executive Conference Room, 
BIdg. #10. At this meeting, Dr. Carol Povenmire, Director of Counseling Services, will 
present information on the effects of such catastrophes on our students. Please attend this 
meeting if your schedule permits. The more information we have, the more effective we 
will be in assisting our students (and ourselves!).

Since this is the designated "Free period", it will not 
interrupt classes, but all of us need to listen for the signal, "feef the shake, and do 
the appropriate drill. (Check the signs posted on Campus for what to do during and 
after an earthquake. Then be sure to know the Assembly Location spot.) 

Members of the Los Angeles Fire Department will be here to work with our own 
Crisis Management Team to see how we respond in an emergency. Wherever we 
are at 1 1;15, be sure to do the "Drop, Cover, Hold" drill. This will be considered a 
major quake and buildings will therefore have damage. Therefore, all must exit 
buildings and proceed to the safe location. Then be sure to follow directions and 
take part as you are asked to do so. Cooperation is the key to the survival of us all. 
An evaluation will be given at the conclusion.

Transcripts are $5.00 per copy, and must be paid for at the time of 
request. There is no "bulk" discount. 

*We do not provide "Unofficial Transcripts"; you must ask your advisor 
for an "Advisor's Copy" transcript should you need one. 

* All colleges, and most scholarship agencies, require Official Transcripts— 
-not Advisor copies. 

*The Registrar's Office will mail transcripts to whichever address you 
provide—either to yourself, or to any instiution or agency named. Please 
indicate on your form where you need the transcript sent. Write clearly, 
and provide the COMPLETE address. 

*You may also request that your transcripts be held for you at either the 
Doheny or Chalon Registrar's Office for pickup—indicate this on your 
form. 

*Please allow ONE WEEK turnaround time for the processing of your 
transcript request. It may not take that long, but it is best to allow for 
the unknown. PLEASE try NOT to make a request at 5pm~and then 
ask that the transcript be ready the following morning— as transcripts are 
run at the Chalon campus and are not processed instantaneously. 

*If you notice any discrepancies on your transcript, please notify your 
advisor immediately, so that steps may be taken to rectify the matter.
